Tho 74-year-old Inventor of the 
leather seat for bicycle had Just 
returned from a directors' meeting 
of the Savings Deposit bank. He 
collapsed as the door closed behind 
him and his nrlfe, Mary, came down 
stairs to meet him. 
Garford’s influence had been felt 
in the industrial life of Elyria for 
40 years. He had been Identified 
with every industrial enterprise In 
the city. In late years, he extended 
his Interests throughout northern 
Ohio. 
Bull Moose Leader 
His political activity was great 
est a score of years ago. In 1910 he 
led the dissenting group of Repub­ 
licans 
who attem pted 
to 
make 
James R. Garfield 
of 
Cleveland 
governor of Ohio. Two years later, 
as one of the Ohio leaders of the 
Roosevelt Bull Moose movement, 
Garford was that party’s candidate 
for governor and In 1914 he ran for 
United states senator on the Bull 
Moose ticket. 
An ardent bicyclist, Garford aa 
a young man 
became 
disgusted 
with the hard wood seats manutac 
turers placed on their wheels. He 
made for himself a small saddle 
of leather. It was so popular that 
he patented the idea. 
He was offered so little for the 
patent that he organised his own 
bicycle 
manufacturing 
concern 
The company grew rapidly and be­ 
fore 1900 he organized and became 
president of a $6,000,000 concern 
to 
manufacture 
bicycle 
parts 
Eventually, his company absorbed 
almost all American bicycle fac­ 
tories. 
Aided Social Agencies 
The Garford company he organ­ 
ized to manufacture, automobiles 
and trucks, was sold in 1912 to the 
Willys-Overland company at Tola 
do. 
He later organized the Cleve­ 
land Automatic company, of which 
he was president. 
He also was 
president of the American Lace 
company, and the Electric Alloys 
company, and director of the Per- 
ry-Fay company, all of Elyria. 
For years, Garford was the prln 
cipal benefactor of social agencies, 
the Elyria Memorial hospital and 
several churches here. 
He was born on a farm near 
here, on Aug. 4, 1858.

Ohio today mourned the death of Arthur L. Gar­ 


ford, noted Industrialist, financier and politician, who 


succumbed suddenly Monday night aa he stepped Into 
bls home In Elyria, where for the last to years be 
bad been engaged in business. 
Mr. Garford, who made a fortune from his inven­ 
tion of a leather seat for bicycles, was stricken with 
heart disease as he returned from Cleveland, where 
he had attended a meeting of bank directors. 
Always active in politics, he had been the leader 
of the progressive movements within the Repub’.l 
can party since 1900. 
In 1910 be headed the group 
which attempted to make James R. Garfield gover 
nor. 
lo 1912 he was the Bull Moose nominee for 
the chief executive's place in the Buckeye state, and 
in 1914 he was a candidate for United State* senator. 
He was defeated both times. 
His business success dated from his invention of 
the leather saddle for the bicycle after he became 
disgusted with the hard wood seats manufacturers 
placed on their wheels. The Idea proved popular, and 
be patented It. 
When offered but a small aum for 
the patent, he organised hla own bicycle manufac­ 
turing concern which grew rapidly and eventually 
..bsorbid all American bicycle factories. 
Despite hla ?• years, Mr. Garford wag active In 
business throughout bis life. 
He was associated 
with every industrial enterprise In his adopted city 
and extended his interests throughout northern Ohio. 
And he found time to ald social agencies, and hos 
pital and church work. 


It It Curiotity? 
As the time 
approaches 
for announcement of 
members in the presidential cabinet of the Democratic 
administration popular speculation on the subject be­ 
comes even more frenzied. Special Interest Is added 
over the week end by realization that the president­ 
elect’s conference with Democratic leaders In Wash­ 
ington and Warm Springs will serve the purpose of 
reducing the number of names uuder consideration. 
The amount aud nature of the speculation prompts 
a question as to the real motive for IL 
Do people 
consider the cabinet selections of aa much veal Im­ 
portance aa their interest Indicates, or Is its specu 
latten a manifestation of unadorned curiosity? Ob­ 
servation seems* to indicate an affirmative answer 
t i the latter part of the question. 
When popular judgment was registered at the polls 
In November, voters selected for president an In­ 
dividual, not a cabinet. 
It must be assumed that 
they had faith In bis judgment. 
Few of them had 
given the matter of the men he would select to ad­ 
vise him .a thought. 
As far a t they knew, he had 
made do commitments, with the possible exception 
of one affecting the postmaster-geueralshlp. 
There was some speculation, to be sure, but It In 
dined so generally to the view that Mr. Roosevelt 
would select a “liberal" cabinet that not much Inter­ 
est was stimulated. 
It has been ainee election day 
that the real guesting hat been done. 
Even now, 
after more than two months of trial and error, there 
la no selection that can be predicted with absolute 
certainty. 
All things considered, It teems probable that Amer 
leans, having nothing more Important to do In the 
relatively unexciting days after an election, turn their 
curiosity loose on the probable Belection of cabinet 
members. 
It Is a certainty that Mr. Roosevelt will 
pick men with congenial views, men who will co­ 
operate with him. All else is conjecture. 


Tax Sources For States 
Sales tax advocates may have ample opporlunlty 
lo see the system In operation, without waiting for 
the federal government to adopt It. 
The states may 
provide a proving ground. 
It is not unlikely that this possibility is having 
tome Influence on congressional attitudes. 
If the 
sales tax la aa good aa its friends say it la—lf It can 
do in other states what It has done in Mississippi 
—Ifs too good a bet for needy states to overlook. 
Realizing the difficulty of Imposing It twice, once 
by the national government and once by a state gov- 
eminent, there may be congressmen looking out for 
their states Brat. 
Significantly, state adoption of the income tax 
principle, a federal hand-me-down, still is Increas­ 
ing steadily. 
Many state legislatures now in session 
will consider It. 
Despite sharp decreases In its use­ 
fulness as a federal money-ralser, Its attraction still 
Is undoubted. 
It is relatively easy to administer 
and, even with reduced effectiveness, it still la a 
productive device. 
According to a compilation prepared by Editorial 
Research Service, almost one half the states levy 
taxes upon Individual Incomes, corporation incomes 
or both. 
It la assumed that acceptability has been 
determined In most cases by the national govern­ 
m ents success with income taxation. 
The assump 
lion may be made without losing sight of the fact 
that the trend away from general property taxation 
as a revenue basis led naturally to income taxation.

W. S. Rosecrans, an Ohio general in the Civil war. 
was the victim of what came generally to be recog­ 
nized as President Lincoln's “only unjust act" to­ 
ward men of the army during the Civil war. Rose­ 
crans was relieved of his command, just when the 
general appeared to many military strategists as at 
the height of hla success. 
The general took It like the fine soldier he was 
and it was not until long, long years after Lincoln s 
assassination that he ever told his side of the story. 
Then, speaking to comrades of the war, gathered at 
a regimental reunion, he did so modestly and left his 
hearers to judge for themselves 
as to whether he 
was due to a blow which marred his entire career. 
It had been charged that General Thomas, who 
was serving under Rosecrans and who was named to 
take over the command, alway* considered himself 
superior to Rosecrans and took orders only because 
cV a sense of duty. But the old warrior told his com­ 
rades this was not so. On the night the order was re­ 
ceived from Washington, he aald. he called General 
Thomas. The latter was surprised and did not want to 
accept the command, and agreed to do so only after 
he was pressed by Rosecrans.

husband, James E. Ferguson, who 
has not been permitted to hold of­ 
fice in his own name since he was 
impeached and removed from the 
office In 1917. 
Mrs. Ferguson told the electorate 
when she was campaigning that 
her husband had been the best 
governor Texas ever had. 
"You are offered two governors 
for the price of one." she said. 
Mrs. Ferguson’s main professed 
ambition is to lift the "tax burden 
from the back of the farmer.” She 
wants to do away with the ad valo­ 
rem tax on all real property. 
She has lu mind a general sales 
tax to replace the revenue source 
now provided by the assessments 
against farms, ranches and homes. 
"Put a sales tax into effect and 
you'll get to some of the persons 
now enjoying privileges of govern­ 
ment who are not contributing a 
penny to Its support," she said.

She would also take one-third of
